repercussions at the convention, the OeVP leadership resolved on 9 May 1949 
to create a soeciel "Department ( defer© t) for the uar Generation. 15 * ills 
department was suoposed to study political problems inherent in the organiz- 
ing of "the war genera tion" and eventually activate sometime during the 
summer a new youth movement along the lines indicated* 


3> Creation of the department was a device to avoid a show-down at the 
OeVP convention© Appointment of a leader for the new department ha© been 
hitherto left open* FINGIYZER* a former Nasi lecturer - ( Gauschulungsredaer ) 
from Vienna has been considered; Graf Ernst STHACHWIT^^ who cn 30 April 
1949 became OeVP Provincial Tenth Leader for Siyria, has also been mentioned*
